YAqriXA. Ore., Nov. 21. — Additional 
particulars of the wreck of the British 
ship Atalanta, C’apt. Charles McBride, 
from Tacoma to Cape Tt>wn, Thurstlay 
morning, five miles south of Al.ssead. 
were brought here b\' a correspondent 
who went to the scene. Twenty-three 
lives were lost, including all the ofli- 
cers of the ship, and only' three sailors 
survived to tell the terrible story' of 
the wreck. 

'Fhe body of .Tacob.son was recovered 
and buried Saturday. 

Wednesday morning the ship stood 
of the starboard tack, the course being 
southeast, 12 east, until Wednesday 
night about 12 o'clock. She kept 
backing off, steering southeast by east 
and running under full sail, when 
.suddenly the lookout sang out “Break- 
ers ahead!” 



Paris, Nov. 21. — The American peace 
eommis.sioners Saturday' were elo.sely 
engaged in formulating the terms of 
the important communication to be 
made to the Spanish c*oinmis.sioners 
next week. It is impossible at present, 
hoAvever. to determine whether the 
work will be completed for presenta- 
tion on Monday or Tuesday, though it 
is believed the Americans will be 
ready on Monday. While the Amer- 
icans fully' appreciate the necessity 
of making progress they are also 
under the necessity of taking great 
cure in the preparation of what may 
possibly' be the conclusive record of 
these negotiations. The Spanish com- 
missioners eonsunuxl a week in the 
preparation of the last memorandum, 
but the Americans will not require so 
long a time to complete the work in 
hand and any present delay will ulti- 
mately' prove to have been advantag- 
eous. 

Wasiuxotox, Nov. 21. — The post- 
ponement of Saturday's meeting of the 
peace commissioners until next week 
is explained at the state department 
as necessary to enable the American 
representatives to formulate the pre- 
cise heads of the treaty' of peace, whieli 
will mark the final stage of the pro- 
ceedings. Many minor details will be 
left for subsequent agreement, hut it 
is confidently' declared that the next 
session will result in the formal enun- 
-ciation of exact terms regarding the 
payment which .Spain is to receive for 
relinquishing sovereignty' over the 
whole Philippine arehitielago. as well 
as the mutual declaration regarding 
the tr.ansfer of Porto llieo, Cuba and 
the Padrone island.^^.

'Fhcy' will maintain that 
the two commissions arc charged to 
determine whether Spain or the Pnit- 
e<l States shall in future i>wn the Phil- 
ip})! nes. 

'I’his will he accompanied by the 
clear declaration that the I'nited 
States will possess the I’hilippines. 

Following this declaration the Amer- 
ican commissioners will lay before the 
{Spaniards two alternatives. 

I'irst — Tt) accept a sum of money' 
from the Fnited States and to cede and 
ev.-icnate the Philippines. 

Second — To lose the Philippines to 
tiic Fnited Stales bv conquest, with 
tne possibility' of other territorial 
losses to indemnify the Fnited States 
for the added expense of conquest.

As set forth in these dispatches on 
October ;J1 and previously, the United 
States may’ now’ balance its war ledger, 
debiting to Spain the value of battle 
shij) Maine, the cost of the naval ami 
military’ operation.s the losses incurred 
by' Amei’ican commerce and the 
future pension roil, etc., while on the 
other side of the sheet may be placed 
Spain’s equities and values in the Phil- 
ippine islands. If a difference is found 
to e.xi.st in favor of Spain this amount, 
in cash, may' be offered lior by' the 
American commissioners at the 
next joint se.ssion here. What this 
balance may be is not definitely 
known, but it may’ be about 820.000,000, 
or pos.sibly less. The Amei'icans may 
also requhti* until next Monday or 
Tuesday' to prepare the final presenta- 
tion of their case, which w’as under- 
stood at the adjournment of Wednes- 
dav last.

The banks paid while the first decis- 
ion of the Court of Appeals was in force, 
aM taxes owing by them and all that 
could be legally demanded of them tor 
the years ’93 and ’94. They paid their 
taxes as required by that decision. They 
were compelled to pay. They paid a 
large sum which* cannot be recovered. 
They paid relying upon that decision. If 
they had no right to rely upon that de- 
cision they have no right to rely upon 
any decision of that court. 

It is claimed by the Council that they 
must pav under the last decision How 
is the last decision any more authorita- 
tive or binding than the first ? Are 
they not decisions of tne oHine court ? 
If the banks pav under the present de- 
cision would they not be protected in 
doing so V Unquestionably. ’Then how 
can the Council claim that they are not 
piotected by paying while the first de- 
cision was in force as required by that 
decision ? If they should pay under 
the last decision, and in eight or ten 
years the Court should again reverse 
itself would any one think it right that 
they should lose all the money they had 
paid in the meantime in complying 
with the requirements of the present 
decision ? To claim that the banks are 
not protected by complying with the re- 
quirements of the tirot decision of the 
Court of Appeals on this subject and 
paying tax as required by that decisicn 
would, if upheld by the courts, render 
it impossible for any one ever to know 
what his rights are. To an ordinary 
man, unacquainted with legal sinnosi- , 
ties, the law, whenever it has been in- 
terpreted by the highest Court, is what- 
ever that interpretation makes it, and 
the citizen has a right to accept that in- 
terpretation as his guide and rule of 
conduct and be governed by it in the 
discharge of bis duties whether it be the 
duty of paying tax or any other doty, 
and if the courts will not protect him in 
this then his rights are without legal' 
definition and there is an end ^o all bus- 
iness enterprise. 

The banks paid all the tax dne from 
them for 1893 and ’94 under a decision of 
the highest court. Does anyone believe 
that if they were individuals and not 
banks the question of taxation for those 
years would have been raised against 
them ? Certainly not.

Unjust Iliseriiiiiiiatioii Afjaiiist a 
Bank ill Favor oi’an Imlividnal.

Every person who is even tolerably 
well informed knows the difference be- 
tween the assessment of a bank and that 
of an individual for taxation. 

Banks are required to make sworn 
statements of their condition four times 
a year. These statements set out fully 
every item of assets the bank claims to 
have. Not so much as even one penny 
is omitted and the statement shows not 
the fair cash valne of the bank’s assets, 
but the valne at which it is carried on 
the books of the bank, and if the bank 
has any bad or questionable paper on 
its books this paper is shown in its state- 
ment at face value. The banks are ex- 
pected to pav tax on their assets as 
shown by those statements 

As to how the individual gives in his 
property for taxation every individual 
knows. The News doubts whether 
there are five persons in the city of Pans 
who have as mnch as five thonsand dol- 
lars’ worth of taxable property who give 
in more than 50 per cent, of it for taxa- 
tion. It is certain that a great many do 
not give in as much as fifty per cent. In 
addition to this the Conncil appoints a 
Board of Equalization who equalize 
what property is given in on a basis of 70 
per cent of its fair cash valne. 

Yet when the banks oeject to paying 
tax on statements which show their as- 
sets far in excess of their actual cash 
valne, (for the cash valne of a bank’s as- 
sests is what could be realized on them 
in event of liquidation), people who do 
not know or who do not think say “they 
are objecting to paying tax like other 
people." 

A Conncil ought to be composed of 
business men and certainly business men 
know that instead of objecting to pay- 
ing tax “like other people,” that is ex- 
actly what the banks are asking to be 
allowed to do.

In t*ad of the Henderson 
banks paying dollar for dollar ot the tax 
claimed by t e city of Henderson for 
1893 and 1894 under judgment of the 
court, the fact is that the case never 
came to trial at all bat was compro- 
mised oat of coart and an agreed judg- 
ment rendered under which the banks 
paid about 50 per cent, of the tax claim- 
ed by the city. So far from the Coun- 
cil having “no rigot” to compromise tbe 
coart tin the Henderson case) accepted 
tbe compromise as the basis of the 
judgment rendered.
